December  30,  1983  the  Town  of  Milton  paid  off  a  tax  anticipation 
note  of  $935, 175.  00.  This  means  for  the  first  time  in  at  least  three 
years  the  Town  is  operating  on  current  revenues  rather  than  on  tax 
anticipation  borrowing.  Tax  anticipation  borrowing  has  in  the  recent 
past  reached  a  peak  of  1. 2  million  dollars. 

The  1983  Property  Tax  Warrant  was  76%  collected  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1983.  This  is  a  much  higher  percentage  when  compared  to 
two  previous  years.  Timely  preparation  by  the  Selectmen  of  Data 
for  The  State  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  and  prompt 
mailing  of  tax  bills  has  helped  turn  the  Town's  cash  flow  situation 
around.  The  biggest  change  has  come  from  the  property  tax  payers 
rapid  remittances. 

As  the  cash  flow  improves  the  Town's  net  borrowing  costs  fall 
as  well.  The  cost  in  1981,  $27,000;  1982,  $9,000;  and  in  1983, 
$4,000.  Further  improvements  are  expected  during  the  new  fiscal 
year  as  there  will  be  property  tax  revenues  in  June  and  December. 
While  there  will  probably  need  to  be  some  borrowing  this  year,  it 
will  be  at  a  much  reduced  level.  The  only  remaining  long  term  debt 
that  the  Town  has  is  a  final  payment  for  two  trucks  bought  in  1980, 
that  being  $20,  000. 00  due  in  June. 

The  other  good  news  is  that  the  Town's  Revenue  Sharing  is  going 
back  up  to  the  level  of  $33,000.  after  dipping  to  a  low  of  $13,000.  in 
the  past  year.

STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  (SRPC)  provides 
professional  planning  services  to  its  member  communities  from 
Strafford  and  Rockingham  Counties.  SRPC  maintains  a  staff  with  a 
variety  of  expertise,  including  economic  development,  fiscal  impact 
analysis,  environmental  assessment,  river  management,  transport- 
ation planning,  federal  assistance  grant  preparation  and  local  zoning 
and  site  review  assistance. 

SRPC  staff  assisted  Milton  officials  in  obtaining  Farmers  Home 
Administration  grant  assistance  to  off-set  projected  high  annual  user 
fees  resulting  from  the  construction  of  a  downtown  sewer  system. 
The  assistance  had  the  effect  of  reducing  user  fees  by  more  than 
half  and  reduced  the  projected  level  of  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  As- 
sistance was  garnered  through  a  survey  designed  and  conducted  by 
SRPC  staff. 

SRPC  also  assisted  the  Planning  Board  in  a  review  of  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  concerning  mobile  homes.  In 
particular,  changes  in  legislation  and  how  they  effect  mobile  home 
regulations  were  discussed. 

Concurrently,  SRPC  has  been  indirectly  involved  in  the  provi- 
sion of  public  transit  to  Milton.  SRPC  staff  serves  as  the  planning 
arm  of  the  COAST  bus  system.

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RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH   COUNCIL,    INC. 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1983 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council,  Inc.  has  a  dynamic,  highly 
qualified  professional  staff  of  nurses,  physical,  occupational  and 
speech  therapists  and  social  workers.  The  professional  staff  is 
complimented  by  experienced  home  health  aides,  who  provide  warm, 
compassionate  care  to  those  they  serve.  Nursing  staff  members 
make  home  visits  to  persons  recently  discharged  from  hospitals, 
nursing  homes,  rehabilitation  centers  and  to  those  who  have  devel- 
oped health  problems  at  home.  In  addition  to  assessing  the  over-all 
health  needs  a  person  may  have  at  a  given  time,  the  nurses  may  pro- 
vide direct  services  such  as  dressings,  injections,  administration 
of  certain  medications  or  may  teach  a  family  member  to  give  the 
medication.  There  is  a  nurse  available  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a 
week.  Nurses  may  also  change  catheters,  help  families  arrange 
necessary  medical  follow-up,  arrange  for  and  coordinate  ordered 
therapy,  social  worker  and  aide  services. 

The  office  duties  are  performed  by  an  experienced  and  efficient 
administrative  assistant. 

The  therapy  or  rehabilitation  staff  inclusive  of  physical,  occupa- 
tional and  speech  therapists,  assist  those  with  physical  disabilities 
to  regain  maximum  functions.  Range  of  motion  exercises,  gait  train- 
ing, instructions  and  supervision  of  patients  in  transfer  activities 
are  among  the  activities  carried  out  by  the  physical  therapists. 

The  Occupational  Therapist  teaches  persons  daily  tasks  that 
most  of  us  take  for  granted.  Skills  needed  to  carry  out  dressing, 
eating  and  other  necessary  functions  sometimes  have  to  be  relearn- 
3d.  Fine  coordination  activities  and  energy  conservation  measures 
are  areas  in  which  the  occupational  therapist  works  to  assist  those 
with  respiratory  dysfunctions  or  energy  limitations. 

The  Speech  Therapist  has  much  to  offer  the  person  with  function- 
al limitations.  Diseases  such  as  Parkinsons,  M.S.,  and  strokes 
can  effect  communicating  skills,  eating  habits,  swallowing  abilities 
and  energy  levels.  Assessments  carried  out  by  the  speech  therapist 
can  result  in  a  plan  of  care  that  includes  regular  exercises  to 
strengthen  weakened  facial  muscles  and  structures  involved  in  the 
respiratory  process,  assisting  disabled  persons  to  be  able  to  com- 
mand assistance  through  the  telephone  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact 
that  help  is  needed  are  responsibilities  of  the  speech  therapist.  With 
loss  of  speech  as  may  occur  with  post-brain,  trauma  relearning 
speech  patterns  and  helping  individuals  re-establish  thinking  are  im- 
portant  speech  therapist  priorities. 

The  Medical  Social  Worker  have  a  vital  role  in  assisting  families 
with  acute  or  pending  crisis.  Oftentimes  they  may  help  young  fam- 
ilies with  parenting  skills  and  also  help  the  elderly  with  seeking  fin- 
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ancial  aid,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance,  etc. 

Home  Health  Aides  are  vital  members  of  the  health  care  team 
and  quickly  become  helpful  members  of  families  where  personal  care 
assistance  is  needed.  Health  aides  perform  those  tasks  that  a  family 
member  might  be  taught  to  perform.  Bathing,  dressing,  ambulation, 
range  of  motion  under  the  direction  of  the  therapist  are  all  tasks 
home  health  aides  perform.  One  of  the  most  important  things  they 
provide  is  their  caring  presence.  They  are  able  to  assist  families 
until  they  are  capable  of  resuming  total  responsibilities.  These  are 
direct  services  provided  to  all  residents  of  the  nine  towns  served  by 
the  Rural  District  Health  Council.  Many  of  these  services  are  cov- 
ered by  Medicare,  Medicaid  and  third  party  insurance.  However, 
services  are  not  refused  to  anyone  regardless  of  ability  to  pay.  A 
request  for  payment  according  to  ability  to  pay  is  accepted. 

Grant  monies  and  town  appropriations  are  recieved  to  help  with 
payments;  also  State  Council  on  Aging  and  United  Way  funds.  A  be- 
quest to  the  Council  may  be  made  either  for  unrestricted  use  in  fur- 
thering the  general  purpose  of  the  Rural  District  Health  Council  or 
for  such  special  or  restricted  purposes  as  the  donor  may  desire.  All 
gifts  to  the  agency  are  deductible  for  estate  and  income  tax  purpos- 
es. The  Board  of  Directors  would  like  to  thank  the  family  of  George 
and  Helen  Slack  for  the  bequest  granted  the  agency  from  the  estate. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  also  provides  a  maternal  child 
health  program  to  all  member  towns.  This  includes  children  from 
0-6  years  of  age.  Physical  examinations,  immunizations,  growth 
and  development,  counseling  and  as  appropriate  referrals  are  made 
to  other  community  and  state  agencies  for  direct  service  or  for  coun- 
seling in  parenting  skills  as  needed.  The  agency  also  provides  im- 
munizations for  school  children  through  the  school  nurses. 

The  agency  has  an  elderly  maintenance  health  program  provided 
in  the  senior  centers.  This  program  includes  health  counseling  of 
medications,  monitoring  of  blood  pressure,  weight  checks  and  diet 
teaching  for  weight  loss.  This  year  flu  clinics  were  added  and  found 
to  be  a  great  success. 

This  year  the  agency  is  anticipating  an  increase  in  services  with 
decreased  reimbursement  from  Medicare  and  Medicaid,  due  to  the 
new  diagnosis  related  groups  systems.  The  Board  of  Directors  vot- 
ed to  increase  the  per  capita  cost  by  .  15£,  a  result  of  $3.  25  per  cap- 
ita for  fiscal  year  1984. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  for  your  town  466 
nursing  visits,  127  home  health  aide  visits  and  156  therapy  visits. 
There  have  been  51  child  health  home  visits  and  84  children  have  at- 
tended the  child  health  clinics.

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MINUTES    OF    THE    ANNUAL    1983    MILTON    SCHOOL    DISTRICT 

MEETING  -   MARCH  16,    1983 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  Milton  School 
District  was  held  on  the  above-mentioned  date  at  the  Nute  High 
School  Auditorium.  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator 
Donavon  C.  Current,  presiding.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Reverand 
Robert  Littler,  followed  by  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag,  and 
the  reading  of  the  warrant  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  1.  Holly  Swope  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Mary 
Current,  that  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  and 
officers  chosen  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  2.  Holly  Swope  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Walter 
Caldwell,  that  the  School  Board  take  such  action  on  behalf  of  the 
District  as  may  be  required  to  join  as  party  plaintiff  in  a  suit 
against  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  proper  officials  thereof  to 
compel  the  State  to  provide  funds  to  the  School  Districts  for  the  pur- 
pose of  more  nearly  equalizing  the  opportunities  for  the  children  to 
receive  a  basic  education  and  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  seven  hundred  fifty-three  dollars  ($753.  00)  for  this  purpose. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  3.  Victor  Joos  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Robert 
Page,  that  Article  6  be  considered  prior  to  Articles  3,  4  and  5. 
Motion  was  not  carried.  Holly  Swope  made  the  motion,  seconded  by 
Walter  Caldwell,  that  the  article;  namely,  that  the  School  District 
raise  and  appropriate  in  addition  to  the  original  1982-83  appropri- 
ation a  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  be  made  avail- 
able to  the  School  District  prior  to  July  1,  1983,  in  order  to  meet 
unanticipated  expenses  due  to  the  installation  of  a  new  boiler  at 
Milton  Grammar  School,  (deficit  appropriation)  be  adopted.  Mo- 
tion carried. 

Article  4.  Sheldon  Damon  made  the  motion,  seconded  by 
Holly  Swope,  that  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  nine  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  ($9,600.  00)  for  the  purpose  of 
installing  an  exhaust  system  in  the  Industrial  Arts  area  at  Nute 
High  School.  Douglas  Shute  made  an  amendment  to  the  motion, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Berry,  that  the  School  Board  not  install  the  ex- 
haust system  if  cost  exceeds  more  than  10%  of  the  $9,600.00; 
namely,  $10,560.00.  The  amendment  was  carried.  The  motion  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,600.  00  with  the  total  installa- 
tion cost  not  to  exceed  10%  of  the  latter  figure,  namely,  $10,  560.  00 
was  not  carried. 
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Article  5.  Sheldon  Damon  made  the  motion,  seconded  by 
Thomas  Merry,  that  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  ($35,700.  00)  for 
resurfacing  and  replacing  the  gymnasium  floor  at  Nute  High  School. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  6.  Holly  Swope  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Walter 
Caldwell,  that  the  sum  of  $1,237,680.00  be  raised  and  appropri- 
ated for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District.  Caroline  Butler  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Warren 
Swope,  to  increase  the  budget  by  $800.00  (Line  Item  7510,  Furn.  & 
Fix.  -New)  to  install  hot  water  in  the  Milton  Mills  School,  thus 
amending  the  total  budget  figure  to  $1,238,480.00.  Motion  carried. 
Victor  Joos  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  George  Banks,  that  the 
total  budget  figure  be  reduced  by  $50,000.  00,  or  approximately  4%; 
namely,  $1,188,480.00.  The  motion  was  not  carried.  The  motion 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,238,480.  00  for  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District  was  carried. 

Article  7.  Holly  Swope  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Andree 
Tostevin,  that  the  School  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  to  receive  and  expend,  in  the  name  of  the 
District,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  sources,  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from 
the  United  States  Government  and /or  State  agencies;  private  agen- 
cies and/or  other  sources  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA 
198:20-b.     Motion  carried.

I  believe  the  year  1983  will  be  remembered  as  a  significant  one 
for  the  American  public  school  system.  As  is  the  case  with  many 
social  forces,   public  dialogue  concerning  education  moves  in  cycles 
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with  the  importance  and  performance  of  our  schools  receiving  vary- 
ing degrees  of  emphasis  and  visibility.  As  a  result  of  the  numerous 
national  reports  concerning  the  state  of  education  in  our  Nation,  we 
are  exposed  to  a  trend  in  the  media  of  focusing  on  deficiencies  in  ed- 
ucation. We  read  of  teacher  shortages,  use  of  poorly  qualified  teach- 
ers, decreasing  achievement  test  scores,  declining  pupil  interest  in 
math  and  science  and  calls  for  a  longer  school  day  and  year  and  mer- 
it pay  for  teachers.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1947,  a  New  York 
Times  article  written  on  the  quality  of  science  teaching  in  the  United 
States  stated,  "This  country  can  easily  loose  it!s  leadership  in  sci- 
ence achievement  unless  it  seeks  and  trains  those  who  can  maintain 
it. "  I  believe  the  dilemma  facing  education  in  the  country  is  not  a 
new  one,  but  rather  composed  of  challenges  similar  in  scope  and 
focus  to  previous  periods  of  educational  crisis.  There  is  no  question 
in  my  mind  that;  a)  we  are  faced  with  teacher  shortages;  b)  we  are 
forced  to  employ  less  than  fully  qualified  teachers  in  certain  critical 
areas;  c)  we  have  experienced  a  trend  of  declining  interest  in  science 
and  math  among  our  student  population;  d)  we  are  underpaying  the 
majority  of  our  teachers  who  are  highly  qualified  and  dedicated; 
e)  we  are  not  placing  sufficient  importance  or  value  on  the  role  of  the 
principal  as  an  instructional  leader;  and  f)  our  elected  leadership  has 
placed  very  little  importance  on  education  in  the  last  ten  years.  In 
order  to  design  a  response  to  the  warning  signs  confronting  public 
education  identified  by  national  experts  and  leaders,  we  have  to  un- 
derstand the  forces  that  have  placed  us  in  our  present  position. 
Albert  Shanker  in  one  of  his  recent  New  York  Times  articles  aptly 
identified  at  least  one  of  the  key  forces  which  has  contributed  to  the 
present  state  of  education  when  he  quoted  Donna  Kerr,  a  noted  uni- 
versity expert  on  teacher  education  in  the  United  States.  She  wrote: 
"A  society^  political  and  economic  forces  determine  in  what  pursuits 
intellectual  virtuosity  will  be  rewarded.  Neither  with  status  nor  with 
prestige  nor  with  money  do  we  reward  teaching. . .  there  is  a  disturb- 
ing duplicity  in  a  society  that  itself  fails  to  create  the  conditions  that 
would  foster  teaching  competence  and  then  complains  of  incompetent 
teachers.  Our  teaching  corps  can  be  no  more  competent  than  we 
make  it. "  While  I  believe  that  KerrTs  evaluation  is  valid,  the  present 
state  of  affairs  in  education  is  not  simply  the  result  of  society's  fail- 
ure to  place  importance  on  improving  standards  for  teacher  prepara- 
tion or  maintaining  respectable  teacher  salaries.  In  many  respects, 
I  believe  trends  and  practices  have  existed  which  have  made  inef- 
ficient use  of  the  resources  available  to  our  school  system.  Ameri- 
can society  must  renew  itTs  commitment  to  excellence  in  all  areas  of 
school  endeavor;  administration,  instruction,  program  development 
and  evaluation,  school/community  communication  and  the  agendas  of 
our  elected  leaders. 
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Within  the  context  of  the  above  comments,  I  am  pleased  to  re- 
port that  we  have  consistently  placed  priority  on  instructional  excel- 
lence and  quality  in  School  Administrative  Unit  #44.  During  the 
course  of  the  last  eight  years  our  basic  instructional  program,  based 
on  Science  Research  Association  test  results,  seem  to  be  very 
strong.  We  have  compared  on  the  averages  of  the  past  four  years 
versus  the  previous  three  years  in  the  areas  of  math,  reading  and 
language  arts  and  find  that  the  School  Administrative  Unit  average  at 
the  eighth  grade  level  showed  an  average  gain  of  19  percentiles  be- 
tween the  two  periods  of  time  for  the  areas  of  math  and  reading, 
which  is  considered  statistically  significant.  Language  art  scores  at 
the  eighth  grade  level  over  the  same  period  of  time  reflected  an  in- 
crease of  22  percentiles.  I  believe  our  emphasis  on  developing  a 
a  core  curriculum  six  years  ago  has  played  a  significant  role  in  the 
present  strength  of  our  basic  instructional  program. 

One  of  my  many  objectives  for  the  Unit  in  the  past  years  has 
been  to  design  and  develop  programming  for  the  more  academically 
accomplished  student.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  school  boards 
voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  this  office  to  establish  a  Sum- 
mer Institute  program.  Our  first  Institute  became  a  reality  this  past 
year.  The  program  involved  approximately  66  students  and  19  teach- 
ers and  was  designed  to  give  the  children  exposure  to  the  develop- 
ment of  higher  level  thinking  skills.  The  program  seemed  to  be  well 
received  by  all  involved  and  has  been  formally  approved  by  our 
school  boards  for  the  coming  summer.  I  am  extremely  pleased  with 
the  development  of  this  program  and  the  support  given  it  by  our 
school  boards. 

While  there  are  many  aspects  of  the  educational  process  in  Mil- 
ton which  should  make  us  proud,  there  are  areas  of  need  and  as  I 
have  stated  in  previous  reports,  I  believe  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
your  Superintendent  to  keep  the  system's  needs  in  focus  for  the 
voters.  I  believe  that  we  should  make  every  effort  to  strengthen  our 
library  facilities  and  give  consideration  to  the  establishment  of  a 
public  kindergarten.  There  is  considerable  research  such  as  the 
Ypsilanti  Perry  Preschool  Project,  the  Minnesota  Early  Learning 
Design  in  Minneapolis/St.  Paul  and  other  studies  which  underscore 
the  importance  not  only  to  the  child,  but  to  the  taxpayer  and  society, 
of  public  preschool  education.  According  to  the  Ypsilanti  Perry  Pro- 
ject report,  for  every  $1000  that  was  invested  in  the  preschool  pro- 
gram, at  least  $4, 130  has  been  returned  to  society  in  the  form  of  re- 
duced costs  for  special  education,  legal  processing  for  delinquent 
behavior  and  increased  earnings  of  participants.  Students  who  ex- 
perienced the  preschool  program  subsequently  averaged  1.  8  years  of 
special  education,  whereas  those  that  did  not  have  it  averaged  3.  8 
years.    For  every  100  pupils  who  had  the  program  35  dropped  out  of 
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high  school,  whereas  55  of  every  100  pupils  who  did  not  experience 
the  program  dropped  out.  Of  those  pupils  who  experienced  the  pro- 
gram 38  out  of  every  100  students  attended  college  or  took  a  job 
training  course  while  of  those  pupils  without  the  program,  only  21 
did  so.  Clearly,  the  research  underscores  the  importance  of  making 
a  commitment  to  public  kindergarten  programs. 

In  summary,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board,  the  teachers,  pupils  and  citizens  for  the 
cooperation  exhibited  during  the  past  year.  We  look  forward  to  a 
long  and  productive  relationship  in  which  our  mutual  goals  will  con- 
tinue to  be  the  best  possible  education  for  our  young  people.

Terri  Howland,  Christina  Barrett,  Wendy  Riley,  Kelly  Morrill, 
Lori  Ward,  Timothy  White  and  Robyn  Britton  earned  Old  English 
"N's"  for  maintaining  an  average  of  92  or  better  in  all  subjects 
during  the  1982  -  1983  school  year. 

Sheila  Cox  and  James  Marchant  were  among  the  winners  of  the 
annual  Foster  Daily  Democrat  Christmas  Essay  Contest  competing 
against  1300  entries  for  1983.  "An  Unforgettable  Christmas"  writ- 
ten by  Sheila  Cox  was  chosen  as  an  outstanding  essay. 

The  Nute  High  Chapter  of  Future  Business  Leaders  of  America 
captured  third  place  honors  in  the  state  wide  competition.  Lisa 
Caron,  Brian  White,  Susan  McCallister,  Kellie  Pomeroy,  Rita  Pero, 
Laura  Bare  a  and  Frances  Davis  won  individual  honors  in  Public 
Speaking,  Data  Processing,  Economics,  Poster  Design,  and  Parlia- 
mentary Procedure. 

In  1984  Nute  will  be  entering  Olympics  of  the  Mind  competition 
for  the  first  time.  We  expect  to  be  represented  by  two  teams,  one 
each  from  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  grades.  The  Math  team  has 
been  re-established  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James  Chesley  and 
after  a  slow  start  has  shown  improvement  at  each  meet.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  elementary  schools  have  undergone  many  changes  during 
the  past  year  in  the  areas  of  building  improvements  and  program 
advances. 


During  the  summer,  both  the  Milton  and  Milton  Mills  Schools 
had  extensive  electrical  work  done.  Additionally,  in  Milton,  the  up- 
per brick  work  was  scraped  and  sealed  and  the  chimneys  capped. 
With  the  help  of  Federal  funds,  we  were  able  to  convert  one  room  in- 
to three  enabling  us  to  hold  additional  programs. 

The  Milton  Mills  building  was  painted  and  an  enclosed  fire  es- 
cape added. 

New  staff  members  have  replaced  those  leaving  for  reasons  of 
maternity  and  professional  advancement.  We  have  also  added  posi- 
tions this  year  to  work  within  new  programs.  Our  new  teachers  are: 
Kelly  Eaves,  first  grade;  Susan  Corning,  third  grade;  Carol  Pothier 
and  Denise  Daigle,  fifth  grade;  Sammie  Morrison,  sixth  grade;  April 
Quinn,  resource  room;  Cheryl  Sager,  music/special  education; 
Leanne  Anderson,  speech/reading;  Nancy  Robinson,  math;  and  Jean 
Woodward,  guidance. 

The  staff  has  worked  diligently  this  year  to  implement  a  nation- 
ally validated  math  management  system.  It's  aim  is  to  instruct 
small  groups  at  the  instructional  level  best  for  each  child. 

For  the  first  time,  at  the  elementary  level  in  Milton,  students 
are  being  given  the  opportunity  to  work  with  computers.  This  pro- 
gram will  be  expanded  as  more  equipment  becomes  available. 

Last  March,  Milton  was  represented  by  three  teams  in  the  state 
Olympics  of  the  Mind  competition.  Our  sixth  grade  team  made  up  of 
Lisa  Britton,  Jennifer  Rodrigue,  Sara  Foster,  Nat  Edmonds,  Lisa 
Marchant  and  Eric  Slazenik  placed  second  in  their  division.  The 
teams  were  coached  by  Joyce  Nutter,  Lynne  Gauthier,  Paula  Winton 
and  Stan  Michalski.    The  hours  they  put  in  were  greatly  appreciated. 

We  appreciated  the  wonderful  support  of  the  parents  who  attend- 
ed our  first  Conference  Day  this  fall.    96%  of  you  with  children  in  our 
schools  met  with  teachers.  The  increased  communication  has  proved 
extremely  valuable. 

Thanks  must  go  to  the  Women's  Club  for  sponsoring  Art  and 
Writing  contests  and  year  end  academic  awards  and  to  the  school 
volunteers  who  have  donated  their  time  to  our  students. 

On  behalf  of  the  students  and  faculty,  I  would  also  like  to  extend 
our  appreciation  to  Pearl  Lube,  who  in  memory  to  her  son,  Norman 
Hall,  donated  money  for  playground  improvements. 

Finally,  my  personal  thanks  for  those  of  you  who,  during  my 
first  year,  made  me  feel  a  part  of  your  community.  With  your  help 
and  that  of  our  hardworking  staff,  I'm  sure  we  will  continue  to  im- 
prove the  educational  opportunities  for  the  students  in  Milton.
